But he that propheſicth, ſpeaketh unto Men to 
Edification, and Exhortation, and Comfort, He 
that ſpeaketh in an unknown Tongue, edifieth 
himſelf; but he that prophcfteth, edifieth the 
Church. I would that ye all ſpake with Tongues, 
but rather that ye propheſied: For greater is he 
that propheſieth, than he that ſpeaketh with 
Tongues, except he interpret, that the Church 
may receive edifying. Now, Brethren, if I come 
unto you, ſpeaking with Tongues, what ſhall I 
profit you,, except I ſpeak to you either by Reve- 
lation, or by Knowledge, or by Propheſy ing, or 
by Doctrine? And even Things without Life giv- 
ing Sound, whether Pipe or Harp, except they give 
a Diſtinction in the Sounds, how ſhall it be 
known what is piped or harped? For if the 
Trumpet given an uncertain Sound, who ſhal! 


prepare himſelf to Battle? So likewiſe ye, except 


ye utter by the Tongue Words eaſy to be under- 
flood, how ſhall it be known what is ſpoken? For 
ve ſhall ſpeak into the Air. There are, it may 
be, ſo many Kinds of Voices in the World, and 


nane of them is without Signification. Thete- 
fore, if I know not the Meaning of the Voice, Il 


ſhall be unto him that ſpeaketh a Barbarian, and 
he that ſpeake:h ſhall be a Barbarian unto me. 
Even ſo ye, foraſmuch as you are zealous of fpiri- 
tual Gifts, ſcek that ye may excel to the edifying 
of the Church.

Acraments ordained of Chriſt, be not only * Baches 

or Tokens of Chrijlian Men's Profeſſion; lut 1 a- 
ther they be certain * ſure IVitneſſes, and efjetiua 
Signs of Grace and God's good Will towards us, by 
the which he doth work inviſibly in us, and doth not 
only quicken, but alſo flrengihen and confirm our Faith 
in him, There are two Sacraments ordained of Chri/l 
eur Lord in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, * Baptiſm, and 
the * Supper of the Lord. Thoſe commonly called Sa- 
craments, that is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Or- 
ders, Matrimony, and extreme Union, are not to be 
counted Sacraments of the Goſpel, being ſuch as have 
grown, partly of the corrupt following of the Apoſtles, 
partly are States of Life allowed by the Scriptures : 
But yet have not like Nature of Sacraments with 


Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper, ſor that they have not 


any 
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any viſible Sign or Ceremony ordained of Ged. The 
Sacraments were net of Chriſt to be gazed upon, or be 
earried about, but that we ſhould 5 duly uſe them. 
And in fuch only as worthily receive the ſame, they 
h@ve a whzilſome Effet or Operation: But they that 
receive them 5 unworthy, purchaſe to themſelves Dam- 
nation, as St. Paul faith, 


* Ads ii. 41, 42. Then they that gladly receiv- 
ed his Word were beptized, and the ſame Day 
there were added unto them about three thouſand 
Souls. And they continued ſtedfallly in the Apoſ- 
tles Doctrine aud Fellowſhip, and in breating of 
Bread, &c,

waited in the Days of Nah, while the Ark was 
prepating, wnercin few, that is, eight Souls, were 
ſaved by Water; the like Figure whereunto even 
B:ptiſm doth alſo now ſave us (not the putting 
away of the Filth of the Fleſh, but the Anſwer of 
a good Conſcicnce towards God) by the Reſur- 
rection of.

＋ HIS Book of Articles before rehearſed, is again 

approved, and allowed to be holden and executed 
within the Realm, by the Aſſent and Conſent of our 
Sovereign Lady Elizabeth, by the Grace of God, of 
England, France, and Ireland, Queen, Defender 


of the Faith, &. Which Articles were deliberately, 


read, and confirmed again by the Subſcription of the 
Hands of the Archbiſhop and Biſhops of the upper 
Houſe, and by the Subſcription of the whole Clergy of 
the netber Houſe in their Convocation, in the Year of 
our Lord 1571. 


Thus have I performed the Taſk which I un- 


dertook, and hope every candid Mind will allow, 


that the Articles of Faith in the Church of Eng- 
land, are in exat Uniſon with the Scriptures. 
The Abuſe which they met with on the late pub- 
lic Occaſion, muſt be obſerved to be a ſtrong 
additional Proof of this. Had they leſs reſembled 
their divine Original, they would probably have 
eſcaped the Cenſure which they underwent. But 
as long as the natural Man receiveth not the Things 


of the Spirit of God, for they are FOOLIHNEss unto“ 


him, neitber can he know them, bicauſe they are 
ſpiritually diſcerned, 1 Cor. ii, 14. fo long will 
the Scriptures, and al} Things agreeable thereto, 
provoke the Indignation, and excite the Con- 
tempt of the ue, Men, and Difputers of this 
Mord. Our Articles have as many Friends as 
the Truths have which are contained in them, 
they never can have more, when conſidered in a 
religious Light; but in a political View, as they are 
the great Bulwarks of P: ate/7anti/m in this Coun- 
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try, the very Notion of repealing them, puts me 
in mind of the famous Story of Demoſthenes, who, 
when Philip beſieged Athens, and offered Peace to 
the Athenians if they would deliver up ten Ora- 
tors, told the People that the Wolves defired a 
League with the Shepherds, if they would part 
with the Cauſe of Contention their large Dogs, 
which tended the Sheep ; this being granted, the 
Wolves made Havock of the Flocks as they 
pleaſed. S8o will it be with you O Athem- 
ans, ſays Demoſthenes, if you once deliver to 
Philip your Safeguards, your Orators.—So will it be 
with you, O People of England, if ever you are de- 
luded enough to part with your Articles, your moſt 
ſubſtantial Safeguards againſt the Policy of the 
Romis4 ANTICHRIST, as well as againſt the 
Blaſphemies of ARrtans and SOCINIANS, thoſe 
avowed and implacable Subverters of the whole 
Foundation and Fabric of our National Church, 
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
